Item mud, 
th it even daring winter the feet remain p-r* 
feftly dry. 
The four principal Arette run in 
a parallel dire&ion from n?rth-«aft to tooth* 
weft. 
Under each firer: ii a canal, which 
carries off alt kind* of filth into the Ga, and 
another by which are eondufted into each 
houfe the water* that are brought from *the 
country, by meant of an aquedoft well de­ 
ferring the notice of travellers. 
It ii one of the Arongeil cities in the 
world, being built on a very high rock, and 
fo fortified by nature as not to require the 
afliftance of art ; the ditches are extremely 
larg*, and have been dug in the Gild rock. 
It is not concealed, or buried under the for­ 
tification, like the greateft number o f for­ 
tified cities ; the houfe* are fully expofed to 
view, and the air every where circulate* 
freely ; the rampart* afford a delightful prof- 
peft, as th-y command a view both of th! 
fra and country. 
The works proceed from the fide of the 
country iuclofing La Florianna, a (mill vil­ 
lage 
that may 
with propriety 
be termed 
the fuburbi of Malta ; irs Areets are well 
lighted, arid od the whole it ii extremely 
Ulubrioui. 
The eaftern City form* a very inclined 
plane, from the c*ft to the weft : it is Far 
from poff fling the fame falubnty as the 
we Aero city ; the houfes are more concealed 
by the ramparts, the Areets art narrow, ill. 
pav d, and ill-lighted, and few o f them are 
fupplied with any water but what it c o lle te d 
in ciAerna. 
'I he great number o f garden* Centered 
through Malta, particularly in Florianna, 
and towards the call, not only greatly adda 
to it* beauty, but teoda to preserve the fir in 
a Aate of fulubrity. 
T he greaten part of the country la planted 
with cotton, which is protefted 
from the 
viciflitudri t*f the weather, by wall* of a- 
bove five or fix feet high, placed at a frail! 
distance from each other. 
T he grain pro­ 
duced on the Ifland ii fcarcely fufficient to 
fupport the inhabitants during three months *, 
hut there it in the city ot V alette an efta- 
biiAiment, called theiUniverfity; on which 
they depend for a fupply, 
and o f which 
they ar* obliged to purchafe it. 
T h e grain 
which is imported, is laid up in pit* hollow­ 
ed out of the rock, in the form of truncated 
conei hermetically ctofrd, where it can 
be 
preferred feveral year* J and there is ufually 
contained in thefe Aores a fuffnient quantity 
for one year's confumption. 
The foil, which 
ha* been moftiy brought from Sicily, is very 
fertile during the fpnng and autumn, but in 
farnmer it become* dry, arid, anti Acrite— 
The French foldiers, however, during the 
blotkidc, afforded a proof to the nativgy, 
what may be done on fuch a foil by judicious 
culture, as during th* greateft heat* of rum­ 
mer, they raifed every fp^cie* of leguminous 
plant* aud other vegetable*. 
Thefe artificial garden* produce the fame 
fruit* and vegetable* as thoft of the country ; 
we found in them abundance of cauliflower, 
water-mellom, and every fpeeies of grape, 
but not in fuffici«nt quantity to be converted 
into wine. 
T h e moll common trees arc the 
orange, the citron, the fig. the pomegranate, 
the peach, and the apricot; we alfo (pine. 
times obferved pear, apple, cherry, and wal­ 
nut tree*. 
T h e fruits of all thefe trees are 
of the very beA qualities. 
T here arc alto, 
principally in Cotonocre, fame fields Town 
with wheat, barley, and cotton. 
'The Botanical Garden might eafily be 
rendered very valuable in Malta, as nothing 
more is ncceffary, to naturalise the different 
plants, which grow in the four quarter* of 
the globe, than not to rxpofe fiji h ai flourifh 
under the line to the moil intents heat of the 
full, and* carefully to protect from its in­ 
fluence tbofe that are indigenous in bolder 
countries.

Iii this inclofiirc, 
they already cultivate 
moft of the plant* ufed in medicine, and a- 
mong other* fquill, and the fungus melitensis, 
of fuch boafted efficacy in hwmorluges. 
The hog is the moft common animal in 
this city, and alfo the dog, a great number 
of w hich the traveller encounters in every 
Areet * hence the proverb, E l m etzo 
del

but dogs, and hogs.— 
Horfes are very rare in this ifland ; as beads 
of burden, affe* or mules are moftiy employ­ 
ed, which are exceedingly hardy, and

very large file ; goats are alfo numerous, 
hat there are few black cattle ; the ox it 
brought either from B a r b o y or Sicily, and 
it fattened with the feed of the cotton, 
which render* the flefh delicate. 
T h e poul. 
try confifti moftiy o f hen*,

abundance of p ig e o n s ; game is 
exquifite 
and very plentiful, particularly at the time 
of their paiTage 5 rabbits abound in the 
ifland. 
Malta is well fjpplied with a great variety 
of filii. 
The in (eft* are numerous ; ants 
and mufquetoe* prove extremely trouble fame 
during the fumrher* 
Litards are obferved 
in great numbers, but they are perfeftly 
harmlefs ; and the venomous reptiles, fuch 
as the ierpent.are feldom found in the Ifland.

qualities of 
the air vary according as the wind proceeds 
from different points of Cue Compos ; and 
as it frequently changes feveral times a day, 
an almoll continual variation of tempera­ 
ture it thus produced. 
T h e north winds 
•re always cold, and tbofe from the foutb, 
warm ; it is fomewkat Angular that when 
the north or north-weft winds prevail dur­ 
ing the day, their force is diminifhcd dar­ 
ing the night, whilft on the contrary, the 
foutb wind becomes fenftbly increased at 
that period. T h e winds from the nortb-wefl 
•re chider and more pure, becaufc they blow 
over a larger extent of fie*, than thofe from 
the weft, which touch a little on the African 
conli.

for afliiUnce to profecute the war, the E m ­ 
peror of the French very CU nniugly attacks 
ut with confederacies to recommend and 
awe us into peace ; for, upon whatever mo­ 
tives bz may defire it, we are pA'fuadcd his 
fincereft wifh is peace. 
N ot, indeed, that 
we would infinuste any miraculous conver- 
fion of-his mind, or that it is not occupied. 
at ufiial, with plans for the fiibjugation c f 
this country— that its deftruftion does not, 
as ufuil, fiupp!y the vifion of hit morning 
dreams, and compole him to hit evening 
deep ; but that he finds it convenient to 
change bis plan o f attack, and revert to the 
more fecure and tried means o f pacification.
